REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests as cited in claim 1, removing said pad oxide film and an 
oxidation inhibitor film on said pad oxide film formed on the other surface of said wafer to 
expose the whole area of the other surface of said wafer; oxidizing the regions exposed 
partially on the one surface of said wafer and the whole area of the other surface of said wafer 
simultaneously to grow a silicon dioxide film on both surfaces of said wafer; and removing said 
oxidation inhibitor film overlying said pad oxide film and the underlying pad oxide film 
remaining on the one surface of said wafer.
